Almost all the manufactured goods used 
by the people there are shipped from Hastern Canada or the United States 
and the people in the West have had included in the prices Which they 
pay, shipping charges from distant points, and in the case of American 
goods, tariff charges as well. There has been strong argument in favor of 
eliminating these extra costs by, manufacturing articles close to the points 
at which they are to be consumed.

He convinced the Japanese author- 
ities this was a good: idea, and with 
the help. of a fellow prisoner and a 
typewriter borrowed from the Jap- 
anese he put out a single-sheet week- 
ly paper for nearly three years. 
“We found out. later that the

Says Plane For Sale, Wife 
* Won't Let Me Keep*It 


Dr. John Tasche, Sheboygan, 
Wis., who with Miles Eiken- 
berger, Plymouth, Wis., were re- 
cently rescued after being ma-~ 
rooned for 29 days in northern 
Saskatchewan wilderness, tells 
of ‘his harrowing experiences: 


THE PAS, Man.—My plane is for 
sale. I’m sure my wife won't let me 
keep it after all this troyble. 

That is my last aircraft. 

We became lost on the first day 
of our flight from Lac La Ronge in 
my Fairchild plane. We found out 
we were above .the tree line and into 
the Northwest Territories, about 150 
miles north of where we were found. 

The thing that put us off was the 
shift in the winds and the magnetic 
disturbances. Once ‘during that flight, 
I pointed the plane at a large lake 
and my compass went all the way 
around. 

The black flies in that north coun- 
try almost killed us although we had 
repellent and it was effective. At one 
time I counted 266 bites on myself 
and Miles.’ Eikenberger- must have 
suffered four or five times that many. 

Those black flies were~so_ thick 


-{and they bit hard. ' 


We had a good tent that kept the 
flies out. But diring the nights it 
turned so cold that even with our 
Arctic equipment and sleeping bags 
we. couldn’t sleep well. ' 

It. wa# so-cold that the water in 
our cooking pots was thick ice in the 
mornings, . en 

We had plenty of food because we 
had brought along eight weeks sup- 
ply in the plane, but during the last 
two weeks we lived off fish and ber- 
ries because we wanted to conserve 
food in the event we had to walk out. 

Fortunately we never did. . 

The fishing in the lake was good. 
We caught lake and northern trout 
at will. But I’m fed up with a fish 
diet now. We ate trout every day. 

We:kept a diary of the events that 
occurred and I included in it a per- 
sonal message of farewell to my wife 
and family. ; 

The mental anguish we suffered at 
the thought of -our families was 
really, the worst of our troubles. 

We prayed hard and often that we 
would be found, I have slipped from 
the church“in recent years, but I’m 
back in, it now. : 

Miles .celebrated..his 52nd birthday 
on Aug,-29,. We should have. observ- 
ed it on the 27th, but somehow we 
lost track ‘of two days. .°. 

For his special birthday supper we 
tried to shoot the only grouse we 
had seen on the nearby island, but 
we had no luck, 

He ‘had fish again for his birthday. 
- We really entertained little hope 
of being found because we realized 
that we were much farther north 
than we had intended to go.
